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FOREWORD 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organi zation  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  narked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics    of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  genreal  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  snowing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost,     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued^ 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  .documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor    of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects,,     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  nave  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  UNION  COUNTY 

Union  County  was  established  in  1851,     In  the  original  bill  providing  for 
its  establishment  the  county  was  named  Mason,  in  honor  of  Judge  Charles  Mason. 
However,   just  before  its  passage,   the  bill  was  amended  to  change  the  name  to 
Union  because  the  Compromise  of  1850  had  just  been  passed  by  the  United  States 
Congress,     It  was  thought  that  the  Union  had  been  preserved  by  this  action,  l/ 

The  Mormons,  on  their  westward  trek  in  1846,   seem  to  have  made  the  first 
settlementc     They  located  near  the  almost  extinct  village  of  Talmage  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  county.     While  no  authentic  census  was  taken  at  the  time, 
the  Mormon  records  list  some  2,000  people  as  living  in  the  "Big  Field" ,  as  their 
settlement  was  called;  another  name  for  it  was  Mt.  Pisgah,  They  left  within  a 
few  years,   selling  their  possessions  to  the  newer  settlers  who  were  constantly 
arriving.     There  is  a  Mormon  Cemetery  and  memorial  marker  near  Talmage.  2/ 
Norman  Nun  and  Joseph  B.  Nun,  who  came  with  their  families  from  Indiana,  in 
1850,  and  James  H,  Stark  and  family  credited  as  being  the  first  permanent  set- 
tlers in  the  county.     3/     They  purchased  their  homes  from  the  Mormons. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  1353,     In  1855  a  site  was  chosen  for 
the  county-seat  and  named  Afton  at  the  suggestion  of  Mrs,  James  Baker,  who  was 
very  fond  of  the  song  "'Flow  Gently  Sweet  Afton,"    Aj    When  the  Burlington  and 
Missouri  River  Railroad,  now  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy,  was  built 
through  the  county  in  1869,  a  division  station  was  established  at  Creston 
(elevation  1,312  ft,),   so  named  because  it  is  the  highest  point  on  the  Burling- 
ton line  in  Iowa.     Creston  became  the  county-seat  as  a  result  of  an  election 
held  November  6,  1890  .  5/ 

Area 

Union  Countv  i.s  18  by  24  miles  in  extent,  comprising  427  square  miles  6_/, 
or  273,280  acres,     Of  this  number,  263,636  acres  are  farm  land.    2.1    There  are 
12  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixty-fourth  in  the  State  in  point  of 
size,  sharing  this  place  with  Adams  and  Henry  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Union  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,   loess,   terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  46,0  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Shelby

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loam — 44.6  percent,  and  Lindley  loams — 1,4  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  41.1 
percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Muscatine  silt  loam — 24.3  percent, 
Grundy  loans — 11.3  percent,  Tama  loams — 4.3  percent,  and  Clinton  silt  loam 
— 1.2  oercentc     The  terrace  soils  cover  4t 1  percent  of  the  surface  and  are 
divided  into  Bremer  silt  loam — 1,3  percent,  Jackson  silt  loam — 1,1  percent, 
Calhoun  silt  loam — CU9  percent,  Chariton  silt  loam — 0.5  percent,  and  Waukesha 
silt  loam — 0.3  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  8„8  percent  of 
the  area  and  are  all  in  the  Wabash  series.  J3/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Union  County  was  originally  a  rather  "broad  drift  plain,  "but 
there  have  been  so  many  modifications  and  changes  through  the  action  of  stream 
erosion  that  now  there  are  many  irregular  areas  of  rolling  to  strongly  rolling 
or  hilly  land.     These  occur  mainly  along  the  streams  and  the  narrow  strips  of 
bottom-lands.     The  interstream  areas  are  usually  narrow  and  in  some  places  are 
distinctly  flat.     The  slopes  are  gradual,   especially  at  the  heads  of  the  drain- 
ageways.     The  slopes  are  more  abrupt  along  the  larger  streams  and  the  north  and 
west  slopes  are  gene  /ally    steeper  than  the  south  and  east  slopes. 

The  natural  drainage  of  the  county  is  very  well  developed,  with  streams 
and  drainageways  extending  into  practically  every  quarter  section  of  land  in 
the  county.    Almost  the  whole  county  is  in  the  watershed  of  the  Platte  and 
Grand  rivers.     The  general  slope  is  to  the  south  and  southeast  and  this  is 
also  the  trend  of  the  divides  between  the  separate  drainage  basinsc  9/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  48.7  degrees.     10 / 
The  average  precipitation  for  52  years  (1878-1930)  was  32o73  inches,   and  the 
growing  season  averaged  157  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  o  and 
October  7,   recorded  from  1904  to  1930.  11/ 

Topulation 

The  population  growth  reached  a  peak  in  1900.     Since  that  year  there  was 
a  slow  but  gradual  decline  until  1910.     The  population  has  remained  more  or 
less  stationary  since  that  time.     It  has  a  density  of  41  persons  per  square 
mi  let     as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  horn  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  "born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  2,980,  or  17  percent  of  the  total  population.     Of  this 
num"ber,   those  of  German  descent  had  929,   the  Swedes  had  308,  and  the  English 
had  295.     Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations.  16/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  six  coo-oerative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county-- two  elevators,  one  creamery , two  petroleum  plants, and  one  produce  market. 

As  a  wnole,  they  had  1,124  members,  of  which  928  ^ere  active,  and  2,036 
persons  did  business  with  the  6  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  ousi- 
ness  volume  of  $305,669  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $141,912 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons..  17/ 

Fruit 

The  record  year  for  apples  was  1909.  when  62,181  trees  and  72,473  bushels 
were  recorded.     In  1934  there  were  only  12,062  trees  and  2,650  bushels.  The 
greatest  number  of  peach  trees,  11,640,  was  recorded  in  1909,  but  the  greatest

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production,   1,941  "bushels,  was  listed  in  1934.     The  "best  year  for  grapes  fas 
1894,  when  21,868  vines  "bore  79,543  pounds.     There  were  9,218  cherry  trees  in 
1909  and  2,334  "bushels  in  1894,     These  were  the  years  of  greatest  numbers  and 
greatest  production  respectively.  18/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows; 
( 1)  all  corn.  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  -produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
"by  dividing  total  "bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
nations  of  individual  farm  -productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield'  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  bv  the  State  assessors'   office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acr-ages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  b"  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure „     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  ma^  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  adjusted  countyf igures  for  horses,   mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  17  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate     of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unad- 
justed state  farm  assessors'  figures  .
